-The warrant, for the arrest of Kirkpatrick Dilling, son of Mrs. 
Elizabeth (“Red Network”) Dilling, was issued by Judge William V. 


Daly, on complaint of Victor H. 
Hirsch, 47. A World War I vet- 
eran and Navy welterweight box- 
ing champion, Hirsch is chief of 
staff, Illinois Department, Jew- 
ish War Veterans of the United 
States, and commander of a local 
American Legion post. 

Hirsch previously had been 
named in a warrant issued on 
complaint of Dilling. Both war- 
rants charged assault and bat- 
tery. In his application for the 
warrant, Hirsch accused Dilling 
of striking him with a metal bar 
wrapped in a newspaper. 

Hirsch and Dilling each accused 
the other of being the aggressor 
in a fight which broke out Aug. 
14, when Jewish War Vets and 
other veteran and liberal groups 
picketed the Morrison hotel, 
where Smith’s followers tried to 
hold a meeting. 

The charge against Hirsch was 
to be heard here Sept. 4, but was 
continued to Sept. 18, the day the 
Hirsch complaint is to be heard.

Nahum Goldmann and Berl Lock- 
er asked him to consider the Jew- 
ish Agency’s plan for partition 
as the basic subject for discus- 
sion at the London conference. 
Originally it was expected in Jew- 
ish Agency circles that Bevin 
would accede to the Jewish de- 
mand.

Anticipating the Agency’s re- 
jection, the Colonial Office has 
issued invitations to other Jew- 
ish organizations and individuals 
unaffiliated with the Agency. 
These invitations have been sent 
to the Board of Deputies of Brit- 
ish Jews, the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, the Agudas Israel; also 
to Israel Rokach and others. 

George Hall sent a letter to the 
Agency explaining that invita- 
tions to non-Agency groups had 
been sent because time was grow- 
ing short and the government 
couldn’t hold up conference ar- 
rangements while waiting for 
the Agency’s final decision. 

The letter said that invita- 
tions had been sent to six repre 
sentative Jews in London and 
ten in Palestine. That will be the 
total number and includes repre- 
sentatives of the associations, 
some of which are sending two 
men. 

The London Jewish leaders 
were to receive invitations from 
the Colonial Office while those in 
Palesime will be contacted by 
Cunningham, the letter indicated. 

Leonard Stein, head of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association indi- 
cated that he will consult with 
Dr. Weizmann before replying to 
the invitation. Originally the As- 
sociation had decided not to at- 
tend the conference if the Agency 
was not participating. 

The Iraq delegation, headed by 
Premier Jamali, arrived here. 
Prince Feisal is arriving Thurs- 
day as head of the Saudi Arabian 
group. The press here has re- 
ported from Jerusalem that the 
ex-Mufti had advised the Arab 
States to attend the conference, 
despite the Britsh rejection of his 
presence.

Asked whether the gocuments 
concerning the Mufti specifically 
implicate him as an Axis collab- 
orator, Acheson said a number of 
documents involve the Mufti but 
that he, Acheson, was too smart 
to talk about documents he had 
not read. The impression left, 
from his answer, however, was 
that the documents in the Depart- 
ment’s possession give evidence of

ED!’ In one state which recently enacted legislation prohibiting 
guch advertising, a resort owner appended to his advertising and 
prochures, ‘The clientele is still restricted, if you know what we 
oll sub-committee surveyed the policies and practices of 486 
hotels and summer resorts in the states of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. It is estimated that 
thee establishments distribute a minimum of 500,000 advertising 
prochures throughout the country, outlining the benefits of their 
establishments.

ynofficial recreational commissions, assistance to hotel associations, 
approaches to newspapers, submittance of briefs to the attorneys- 
general of various states and co-operation with their offices in 
bringing about more intelligent compliance with state statutes, and 
innumerable conferences with individual hotel and resort owners. 

Of the 65 per cent of the hotels and resorts not catalogued 
among those maintaining discriminatory policies, the report indi- 
eated that six per cent, either in practice or advertising, implied 
discriminatory policies which aroused the suspicions of the sub- 
committee. An additional three per cent of the non-discriminating 
group had originally had discriminatory policies, but altered their 
policies during the course of the investigation. . 

The report points to the following action being undertaken 

by the sub-committee as a result of its findings: 
_ Approaches have been made to newspapers throughout the area 
in an attempt to explain both the pernicious,effect of accepting 
such advertising and also the manner in which it contradicts the 
editorial policies of all the newspapers approached. The ma- 
jority of newspapers were cooperative with the result that there 
has been a marked change in resort advertising, such terms as 
“Christians Only,” or “Restricted Clientele”: disappearing in large 
part. 
Approaches have been made to associations of hotel owners 
with encouraging results. To illustrate this phase of the sub-com- 
mittee’s activities, a resolution was submitted to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Massachusetts Hotel Association calling upon its 
membership to condemn such practices. The resolution is now be- 
ing considered by the national board of that body. 

A fully documented memorandum establishing the discrimi- 
natory policies of certain Maine establishments has been forwarded 
to Attorney General Ralph W. Farris of that state, with a formal 
Tequest for action. A similar memorandum as to discriminatory 
Policies in New Hampshire has been sent to Attorney General 
Ernest D’Amours. ; 

A memo to the New Hampshire Attorney General secured 
Temoval of signs posted on roads in the neighborhood of Alton 
Bay and Newfoundland Lake, which read “Gentiles Only.” 

The report indicates that surveys of existing legislation deal- 
ing with this question revealed that Vermont and Rhode Island 
lack effective statutes and other states in the New England area 
Reed strengthening of certain statutes. The sub-committee is in 
the process of bringing the situation to the attention of prominent 
liberal-minded civic officials and citizens of these states. 


Maine Bureau Won’t Handle Bias Literature 

The sub-committee has also contacted official and semi-official 
state recreational and tourist agencies, Illustrative of action taken 
was the mailing conducted by the Maine Publicity Bureau to all 
Tesorts and hotels in that state notifying them that hereafter the 
Publicity Bureau would refuse to handle any publicity material 
or advertising brochures for hotels and resorts indicating discrimi- 
Natory policies. The importance of the action arises from the fact 
that the Maine Publicity Bureau serves as a central agency for 
answering requests of tourists planning to vacation in Maine. 

Similar co-operation has been obtained from the Massachusetts 
Industrial and Development Commission.

The school is being opened by Anshe Emet

The Anshe Emet Day School will open on 
Sept. 16 and will offer a curriculum of both 
general and Jewish subjects.

A hot luncheon will 
be served daily under the supervision of a 
trained dietician. Bus transportation to and 
from school will be provided. :

The Price of Kosher Meat 
agate is little apparent relationship between the city electric 
company and the kosher butcher, yet each, in its way, is a 
public utility. Because of the unique role played by kosher meat in 
the Jewish faith, the purveyor of such products becomes a quasi- 
official functionary of the Jewish community, to a large extent con- 
trolling the religious dietary life of local Jewry. 

Under such circumstances the kosher butcher’s business is a 
matter of concern not only to him—and not only to the OPA or 
other government agencies, but of more than passing concern to 
the public. For by controlling one of the necessities of life available 
to the orthodox Jew in a limited number of establishments, the 
butcher can manipulate prices with little fear of losing any major 
part of his trade. In a sense he is not only a public utility, but a 
monopoly as well—limited monopoly in some communities, and abso- 
lute in others. 

THE REGRETTABLE FACT must be recorded that many—not 
all, but too many—of these men have taken undue advantage of the 
present trend toward inflation, and have sent the cost of kosher 
meat up to unprecedented heights. Of course, it is not done in viola- 
tion of OPA ceilings, even when these are in effect. There is suf- 
ficient latitude in quality and cuts of meat to enable a sliding scale 
of prices to be pursued undetected. Bones and chunks of fat may be 
weighed in and sold at the same price as the best cuts. Some butch- 
ers are very blunt and direct. Housewives who order on the telephone 
receive non-itemized bills, recording only one lump sum, and ques- 
tioning fails to indicate individual prices of the various parts of 
the order. 

Non kosher markets are not blameless, of course, but the dis- 
crepancy in price is sometimes so great that families on rigidly 
fixed incomes, alarmed at a cost of living which is rapidly rising 
beyond their minimum reach, are reluctantly compelled by economic 
necessity to abandon dietary scruples otherwise dictated by con- 
science and principles. -The honest Reform Jew, himself non-observ- 
ant of dietary laws, should nevertheless be quick to recognize the 
threat to the moral integrity of the larger Jewish community en- 
suing from this unfair economic influence on a basic tenet of ortho- 
dox Judaism. 

A SOLUTION TO the problem may not be easy to find. In 
some cities supervision of kashruth, principally at the slaughtering 
end, where there had been much abuse, is in the hands of the local 
Jewish community council, which assures dignity, honesty and strict 
religious observance. It may become necessary for such representa- 
tive bodies of Jews to extend their supervision to the retail outlets 
of the meat as well. 

Perhaps some of the smaller communities might experiment 
with the establishment of kosher meat markets under direct public 
management. Such a store would cperate like a true cooperative. 
Shares would be held by the consuming public, prices would be set 
on the basis of operating costs plus the small amounts necessary for 
capital re-investment from time to time. An experienced and trusted 
manager would be engaged at an adequate salary to conduct the 
actual business, acting as the agent of the entire community. It 
would even be possible to set aside a small reserve to meet changing 
market conditions, and spare both the public and the operator from 
gouging on the one hand, or bankruptcy on the other. The kosher 
butcher who is waxing fat at public expense today recalls his lean 
years, and has no assurance that this “prosperity” will continue. 

The cooperative form is in the true Jewish tradition. I should 
be delighted to hear that one or more communities has already em- 
barked on such sponsorship of a Jewish public utility.

was walking down Fifth street in our town 
when the incident befell me in which I was 
taken into brotherly association with the Zion- 
ists. I had been regarded as a kind of Ishmael 
in Zion. 

You can read about Ishmael in Genesis 16-12: 
“And he (Ishmael) will be a wild man; his 
hand will be against every man, and every 
man’s hand against him;.and he shall dwell 
in the presence of all his brothers.” 

It appears from this that he was considered 
to be a brother but not in very good standing. 
He is reputed to have been the father of the 
Arabs. 

Yet the Zionist I met on Fifth street proved 
to be a rare one who can look with compassion 
upon the erring brother 
who doesn’t agree with 
him. In our own town re- 
cently Zionists refused to 
meet around the same 
table with anti-Zionists- 
(Council for American 
Judaism) who desired to 
join with them in a pro- 
test against British ac- 
tion in the matter of 
keeping homeless Jews out of Palestine. Such 
is the divisive intransigence of many a Zionist 
who in his personal relations may be an agree- 
able character. 

So when this Zionist approached me with 
open arms and smiling countenance, my sins 
no longer felt so heavy upon me and, anyway, 
at this moment, in this block on Fifth street, 
I wasn’t outcast among my brethren. 

HIS TALK was immediately of Palestine 
and what did I think of the latest events? I am 
a man who returns kindness for kindness and, 
grateful to his brother who was willing to give 
Ishmael a break, I replied with gentle reproof. 

‘If it hadn’t been for you Zionists things in 
Palestine might not be as bad as they are,” I 
said softly. “You made a terrible mistake.” 

“How so?” he asked. 

“A fatal mistake—the way you emphasized 
your demand for a Jewish state in Palestine 
in the recent years. You antagonized the Arabs 
and Arab nature is human nature when it 
comes to the threat of being governed by new- 
comers. By demanding a Jewish state you made 
it hard even for only 100,000 Jews to make a 
home in Palestine. The homeless Jews have no 
reason to be thankful to the Zionist leaders.” 

A light of brotherly recognition illuminated 
the Zionist’s face. ... “I agree with you!” he 
exclaimed. He extended his hand for a warm 
clasp. .-. . “I welcome you among us as a good 
Zionist.” . . . He was for signing me up im- 
mediately in the local Zionist Organization. 

For my part I could appreciate him as a 
Zionist who had a mind of his own that refused 
to stand by every mistake of Zionism’s leaders. 
Zionism, as I had been sorry to observe, had 
become like some totalitarian church in which 
the leaders must be faithfully followed. 

Whoever departed from the strict eccles- 
iastical line was a meshumed to be chased out 
of the church and, certainly, not to be sat with 
around the table. 





Ishmael could even feel hopeful. Perhaps 
this Zionist on Fifth street was representative 
of a new, refreshing mind in Zion. I knew him 
as one of the more active Zionists in our town. 
Perhaps Zion’s mind was coming along with 
the minds of the Ishmaelites in Israel who have 
believed right along that the main thing was 
to get into Palestine as many Jews as the 
country could sustain. 

These outcasts from Zion desired no national 
power for Israel. They thought of Israel as 
the meek idealist in the world of arrogant na- 
tionalism, and why should he, at his time of 
life, join all the nationalistic irredentists who 
make a lot of trouble in the world because of 
land they lost long ago? 

No! They revered Palestine as the cradle of 
their faith; they gave their hopes and money 
for Palestine to be a happy home for the home- 
less of their people. That was the bright goal 
of the Zionists, until, in the recent years, Zion- 
ist leaders began loudly to proclaim a Jewish 
state in Palestine. 

I REMEMBER Zionism in my youth. It was 
an idealism that had nothing to do with poli- 
tics. Rather it had to do with growing oranges 
and olives, with making an arid country rich 
again, with better health and cultural harv- 
ests. We hoped that many Jews from Czarist 
Russia and Poland could find homes there. 

American nationality was enough for the 
Zionists of the time of my youth. When a non- 
Jew asked them “what’s your nationality?” 
they were quick to reply, “why, I’m an Ameri- 
can.” They couldn’t conceive of being identified 
with any other nationality. 

Yes, it was like old times to be accepted into 
the fold of rational Zionism by this good 
Zionist on Fifth street. It suggested that Zion- 
ists may have begun to doubt the dogmas of 
their church and its leaders. I hoped so anyway. 

I could hope for new leaders arising to say: 
“The only thing that matters is that we find 
homes in Palestine for these homeless, state- 
less Jews. To demand the political power in 
Palestine is only to put off farther the day of 
fulfillment for these people. 

“What folly in leaders who wave the flag of 
Jewish nationalism in Palestine in the face of 
Arabs whose good will we need; in order that 
our homeless may find safe homes there. Which 
shall be served first: The political power that 
some Jews desire or these homeless brethren 
for whom there should be a home at least in 
the country which their prophets and saints 
caused to be called holy?” 

I thanked my Zionist friend for his welcoming 
gesture and for the revelation of his reason- 
able mind. 

(I have just been reading that President 
Truman contemplates asking the next Congress 
to admit more o the homeless Jews to this coun- 
try. That’s an idea! It has seemed hypocritical 
to appeal to the generosity of Arabs in Palestine 
while we ourselves were doing all we could 
to keep away from these shores the disinherited 
and the oppressed. This country used to be 
deeply proud of being a sanctuary.)

near their farm. Deborah is 
heartsick for without years of 
study, how could she make her 
dream of becoming an author 
come true? How would she ever 
learn enough to write the poems 
and stories which clamored in- 

side of her? To her father, a 

large farm means the security 

for his family which he had been 
seeking ever since he left the 
hardship of Jewish life in Poland 
and came to America. Deborah 
sees herself sentenced to a youth 
of drudgery in a factory so that 

her wages may be used to im- 

prove the farm. It seems unfair 

that everything she wants should 
be given up because her father 
wants something different. 


Whenever Deborah is troubled 
she makes straight for her Tem- 
ple in the Woods, a peaceful pine 
grove where the tall slender tree 
trunks look like pillars and the 
sun shining softly through the 
branches make a ceiling of deli- 
cate beauty. It is there on a Sab- 
bath afternoon that she deter- 
mines she will write in spite of 
her days in the factory. It is 
there, too, that she meets kindly 
Professor Carr, former writing 
instructor, who also loves the 
Temple in the Woods, and who 
becomes her friend and teacher.

DEBORAH HAS other friends 
who encourage her. Miss Stafford, 
her high school .teacher, invites 
her to join a writing club where 
she meets Paul Saunders, a loyal 
companion. 


Through the writing club, she 
enters an essay contest. The sub- 
ject is “What America Means to 
Me.” Deborah’s is one of the 
two winning papers from her sec- 
tion. The other winner is Alma 
Morehead, spoiled only daughter 


of the wealthiest landowner in 
the district and holder of the 
mortgage on the Warshaw farm. 
Timothy Morehead stops Mr. 
Warshaw and orders him to keep 
Deborah ¥Yrom sending her essay 
to the County Committee for final 
judging so that his daughter may 
win. Mr. Warshaw refuses and 
in spite@f Timothy Morehead’s 
veiled threats of trouble, he tells 
his daughter, “I say you go in 
contest. I want you to win. We 
are in America. In America one 
man good like another, the way 
you say in essay. In America 
nobody got right to make me 
afraid!” 

So Deborah goes on. The con- 
test and the part Paul Saunders 
plays in it maKe one of the excit- 
ing episodes in the novel. 

Timothy Morehead is _ their 
enemy now and the Warshaws 
know they must make each pay- 
ment on time: or they will lose 
their home. Deborah comes to 
see how much the farm means to 
her as well as to her family and 
now she has two aims. She will 
still be an author and express 
what being a Jew and an Ameri- 
can means to her. But now she 
must and will help keep the farm. 


HARD TIMES come and she is 
laid off. She learns to make 
gloves and goes to another town 
in a glove factory. 

Deborah has always been 
happy in her Judaism. There are 
Jewish books in her home. She 
loves the festivals and is proud 
of her ancestry and heritage. In 
the glove factory she meets 
Janet, another Jewish girl who is 
very different from herself. Janet 
tries to hide her Jewishness and 
considers it a disability. 

Deborah has an enemy in the 
factory ...a girl who is jealous 
of her speed. One day this girl 
bursts out with angry talk about 
Deborah and about Jewish peo- 
ple. Deborah sees Janet hide her 
face in her hands in shame. But 
she is not ashamed. She knows 
the part the Jew have played in

S there sex discrimination in Jewish organ- 
I izations in the United States? 

At a recent meeting of a Jewish charitable 
organization in England, according to an article 
in the London Jewish Chronicle, an appeal 
was made and a Rabbi volunteered to sub- 
scribe a certain sum in the name of his three 
sons. A woman member of the audience in- 
quired whether he was not going to make a 
subscription in the name of his daughter, and 
the Rabbi replied by naming a sum exactly 
half of what he had voluriteered for each of 
his sons. In the mind of this Jewish dignitary, 
it would seem that the worth of a daughter 
is half that of a son. 

TEE WRITER goes on to attack the habit 
of treating counsel of woman as of less value 
than that of man, merely because it is woman’s 
counsel. In the field of Jewish education par- 
ticularly, this habit is very costly because a 
woman and mother is even more vitally con- 
cerned than is a man. Because she has the 
rearing and care of children, she must know 
more about their needs than even their fath- 
ers. Yet in England, she has been regularly 
excluded from sharing in the vital task of 
preparing and organizing the religious educa-

tion of the community. 

If a woman elects or chances to remain un- 
married ,there is a tendency to disparage her 
in spite of prominent examples of unmarried 
Jewish women whose record of service to the 
community has been really notable. 

In circles of Jewish life where Zionist work 
is most evident, the disparity between men 
and women is at least less noticeable,. the 
British writer believes, stating that the Zionist 
movement was laid on the strong foundation 
of real equality between men and women, and 
the Federation, the oldest Zionist body in Eng- 
land, is one of the few Jewish institutions 
which has always included both men and 
women not only in the ranks but also on the 
executive. 

THAT IS HOW it is in England. Is it any 
different in the United States? I don’t think 
so. For the most part, when women disagree 
with the men in community affairs, their 
counsel is brushed aside as “woman’s talk!” 

Who is to blame? Is it the women who, by 
their preoccupation with trivialties and per- 
sonalities, are forfeiting their right to have 
their opinions respected as those of equals? 
Or is it the men who are unwilling to sur- 
render their time-hallowed superiority?

SPECIAL request comes from Mrs. H.A.L. of New Bedford, 

Mass., for a dish that her mother used to make to the in- 
describable enjoyment of the whole family. It is just such “fa- 
vorite family recipes” that we are eager to pass along to you. 
They have more than a nostalgic significance. They really con- * 
stitute a continuity of national customs, an unbroken relationship 
between generations. They are worth passing along, don’t you 
think so? I do. If any of our readers have any such recipes, please 
send them in. The recipe this reader requested is called “Pom- 
pushki” and is of Ukrainian or Russian origin. It is a sort of baked 
dumpling made yeast dough, usually a treat on “challah baking 
day,” and is delicious with any meat gravy well seasoned with 
garlic. Here is how they’re made: 


POMPUSHKI (Baked) 
2% cups sifted flour 1 cup lukewarm water, 
% teaspoons salt preferably potato water 
% cake compressed yeast 1 egg ; 
1 teaspcon sugar 3. tblsps. melted shortening 
Sift together flour and salt into a deep bowl and make a well 
in center. Mix yeast and sugar witg a spoon till creamy, in a mea- 
suring cup, and fill cup with the lukewarm potato water. Stir. liquid 
into center of flour gradually, adding shortening and egg, and 
Stirring till all ingredients are combined into a ball of dough. 
Knead on a well floured board till smooth, cover with a towel and 
let rise at room temperature. Knead lightly, roll out pieces of 
dough % inch thick and cut into small rounds with a wine glass 
or small biscuit cutter. Let rise again for 30 minutes or till nicely 
browned. Challah Dough can be used, and usually is. 
Variation: Cut into inch squares and bake at once at 350 degrees 
F. in seven minutes. 


CHALLAH (2 Twist Loaves) 
2 cups hot potato water 
2 cakes compressed yeast 


8 cups flour. 
1 tblisp. salt 


1 tblsp. sugar 3 eggs 
4 tblsps. vegetable shorten- A pinclf of saffron in liquid 
ening (or oil) (optional) 


Sift together flour and salt into a large mixing bowl. Combine 
sugar and shortening with the hot potato water water in which 
potatoes have been boiled, or use boiled water. Let the liquid 
cool to lukewarm and dissolve the yeast in about % cupful. Stir 
the dissolved yeast into the flour in the center of the bowl to make 
a soft, spongy mass, commonly referred to as “the sponge.” Cover 
with a dish towel and set in a warm place for 30 minutes or till 
it forms a bubbly mass in the center of the bowl of flour. Beat 
eggs slightly and stir into the “sponge,” then add the remaining 
liquid by stirring until the flour combines into a smooth mixture. 
Turn the mass out on a floured kneading board and work the dough 
with the hands, kneading from the outer portion toward the center 
with the heel of the thumbs until the dough is smooth and elastic 
and does not stick to the board. Return the kneaded dough to the 
mixing bowl, cover with a light dusting of flour, spread a towel 
over the top and set in a warm place to rise until approximately 
double in bulk. If the dough retains the imprint of the finger when 
pressed down, knead thoroughly on a floured board and lé¢t it rest 
on the board for about 10 minutes. Cut dough into two equal 
portions and make three equal portions out of each. Roll into 
lengths tapering at the ends, pinch together three and braid to 
for mtwist loaves or Challahs. Place the two Challahs on a baking 
sheet that has been lightiy greased or floured, cover with a towel 
and let rise till double in bulk. When ready to bake the loaves, 
brush the tops with water or a mixture of egg yolk and water 
and place in a preheated oven at 400 degrees F. Bake 15 minutes 
before reducing temperature control to 375 dgrees F. Reduce tem- 
perature again after 25 or 30 minutes and continue baking until 
the loaves are nicely browned and well crusted, the whole baking 
period approximately one hour. 

Variation: Reserve some of the dough after the second kneading 
with which to make slender braids to place on top of the large 
ones. After brushing with beaten egg yolk and water sprinkle 
with poppy seed. Let rise again and proceed with baking as 
above. The twist on twist Challah is traditional with many 
families and a special delight to the children. 


YEAST DOUGH COFFEE CAKE 
Use half the amount of ingredients listed for Challah and 
proceed as directed’ in every detail except for the final shaping. 

Flatten the raised dough into a rectangular sheet, using a rolling 

pin lightly. Brush melted shortening or oil over the top, sprinkle 

generously with sugar and cinnamon, chopped nuts, seeded raisins 
or currants and fold over lengthwise, tucking the long sides down 
into the center. Cut into halves and pinch the ends together. Cover 
and let rise at room temperature. Brush the tops with milk, egg 
yolk mixed with water or plain water and decorate with chopped 
nuts as desired. A sprinkling of sugar and cinnamon adds glamor. 

Bake 30 minutes at 400 degrees F. 

Variations can be made by using your own artistic imagination, 
For instance, make a filled roll of raised dough, twist it and 
shape into a ring. Brush the top with melted shortening, 
decorate with pecan halves or bits of citron or candied orange 
peel and make as above. While the tea ring is still warm, cover 
with a thin mixture of confectioners’ sugar and water to make 
a light frosting. Or roll the fruit filled lengths into a ring, 
fastening the ends, and after letting it rise, cut with a scissors 
in eight places to expose filling.

When I last wrote about the 
fact that Major Gen. Maurice 
Rose had been converted to 
Christianity and pointed out how 
incongruous it was for Jews to 
build a memorial to him when 
he had deserted Judaism, I re- 
ceived a letter and picture from 
Ben M. Blumberg, secretary of 
the General Rose Memorial Hos- 
pital, Denver, Colo. 

Here is the letter: 

“This is in reference to a para- 
graph contained in your column, 
“The Editor’s Chair,” which ap- 
peared in your issue of Friday, 
May 31. 

“I dd not know the source of 
your information to the effect 
that General Rose ‘had been con- 
verted to Christianity.’ 

“I believe the enclosed photo- 
graph, which we received from 
the United States Army Graves 
Registration Service, speaks 
more eloquently on the subject 
than anything I could put into 
words.” 

The picture was indeed that of 
a Star of David over a grave 
with the name Maurice Rose and 
the number 0-8439 stenciled on it 
in large letters. 

The letter, you may notice, 

- took pains not to deny that 
Major Gen. Rose had died a 
Protestant, and since my infor- 
mation had come from reliable 
sources, I decided to investigate. 
I am half way through my inves- 
tigation and perfectly willing to 
go on. What should be done by 
the people building the hospital 
I don’t know. I can only give the 
facts and I feel quite safe in 
Saying that these facts and 
others which I will get if anyone 


, isn’t convinced, must have been 


known to the sponsors of the 
hospital. 

I first contacted our Washing. 
ton corresypondent who came up 
with this information: 

“Regarding your query on Gen. 
Rose here is the information: 

“He was buried under a Star 
of David on April 3, 1945. The 
service, however, was Protestant 
and Gen. Rose himself listed his 
religion as Protestant. The chap- 
Jain who conducted the funeral 
Services is Chaplain Kenneth M. 
Linder, Chaplain Linder report- 
' ed the services as Protestant to: 
the War Department.” 





Command of the War Depart- 
ment, which, of course, has no 
information on when he con- 
verted to Protestantism. As you 
undoubtedly know, he was the 
son of a Denver rabbi.” 

I went to South Bend to see 
Chaplain Linder and ‘then to 
North Carolina because he was 
by then back at Fort Bragg, and 
next week I’ll report on my con- 
versation with him. 





Mowrer Gets Apology 
From Irgun For Injury

The letter, Mowrer said, was 
left in his bed at the Hadassah 
Hospital by an English speaking 
young woman who said she had 
come to inquire about his 
health. It stated that the bomb 
was “not aimed at you, but you 
will appreciate the due warning 
now that was given to the Brit- 
ish authorities, which was delib- 
erately disregarded” and that 
Mowrer was “a victim of the 
government’s unscrupulousness.”

is true as Rabbi Charles Shulman points 

out in the second of his series of articles 
on a “Program for American Jewry” that au- 
thority must be returned to the rabbi and the 
synagogue if Judaism is-to thrive in the United 
States, but unless the rabbinate does something 
about the present trend neither the rabbinate 
or Judaism will thrive. 

Authority in the American Jewish community 
unquestionably rests in the lay groups, not only 
in lay matters, but in many cases in religious 
matters too. These lay organizations are or- 
ganized not only on a national basis, but on a 
local basis, too and are even able to command 
a great degree of discipline. 

The -rabbinate on the other hand, although 
it is organized on a national basis, unilaterally 
so to speak, is almost not organized at all on a 
local or regional basis. Agencies such as the 
Joint Distribution Committee, the Hadassah, 
the Zionists, etc., have in the past few years 
made possible a surge of growth and interest 


by setting up regional organization with alj 
the accountrements such as officers, programs, 
meetings, boards of directors, etc. 


So that while our rabbinate remains unor. 
ganize and disorganized, the lay .group which 
is usurping the rabbinate’s authority -is con. 
solidating its position. 

It is obvious then that our rabbis should on 
ganize on a local basis, as has been done in 

- some major communities, and on state and 
regional bases, with all denominations included, 
not solely as Reform or Conservative or Ortho. 
dox rabbis.

Why Jews Call For Non-Jewish Speakers At 
Jewish Affairs Told By Rabbi Saul White In The 
Jewish Herald Of San Francisco—That Jews 
suffer from a sense of insecurity is not their 
fault; that they permit it to tyrannize over 
them and to govern their conduct is very much 
their fault. 


In recent months we have witnessed a num- 
ber of public manifestations and lack of Jew- 
ish self-acceptance and self-confidence. A num- 
ber of temples and synagogues celebrated 
significant anniversaries and dedications. In 
every instance that has come to my attention 
an outstanding Christian leader was called 
upon to deliver the festival address and to 
make articulate the spirit of the occasion. 

One can trace this abnormal behavior on 
the part of comunal and religious leaders only 
to a sense of insecurity and with it the effort 
to win approval from the stronger Christian 


* community. At no church dedication or anni- 


versary celebration would a Jewish lay or 
religious leader be called upon to express the 
spirit of Christian faith and idealism. Very 
properly, it is the bishop or some outstanding 
Christian clergyman or devout lay leader who 
would head the list of celebrants and speakers. 

I have nothing but admiration for. the relig- 
ious and lay leaders of Congregation Chevra 
Thilim, who, in devotion to God and people, 
made many sacrifices and enlarged their syna- 
gogue, built a fine school and are preparing 
a greater program of Jewish learning and wor- 
ship. The new and greater Chevra Thilim is 
cause for satisfaction and joy to all of us. If 
I take exception to the method in which the 
dedicatory exercises were announced and con- 
ducted, I do so in utmost friendship and am 
only motivated by a desire to ward off similar 
conduct in community life.

I understand the motive that prompts this 
cosmic urge, but a little reflection would check 
an impulse rooted in insecurity and fear. 
Robert W. Kenny, Bartley C. Crum, Frank 
Havenner are fine liberals and good Christians. 
But how properly can they illumine for me the 
meaning of Torah—the mystery of Israel’s sur- 
vival—our devotion to God? 

In short, on what basis of value were they 
summoned to be the speakers at the dedication 
exercises of an Orthodox or Reform syna- 
gogue? There are many other occasions where 
these fine men can be heard to advantage. 
By what canons of taste are they asked to be 
the spokesmen at an intimate religious occas- 
ion? 

Maybe I am too fastidious. Maybe it is I who 
suffer from insecurity and am therefore too

GIVES HIS SOLUTIONS FOR PROBLEMS

Editor, The Jewish Post, 
I would like to voice my opinion

dox Jew of American birth and 
citizenship. 

The pages of Scripture to me 
js part of a divinely revealed docu- 
ment. Not only did it play its 
part in the past of our people’s 
history but I firmly believe its 
greatest role is yet to be realized 
in the future. 

To fully understand and inter- 
pret our present day plight I be- 
lieve it is necessary to look to 
the past. Just as the doctor in 
diagnosing an ill goes beneath 
the surface to determine basic 
causes, SO must we go back to 
the pages of our history to ascer- 
tain our present woes. 

Let’s look into the so-called pol- 
icy of militant determination 
which Jacobtinsky and his follow- 
ers have subscribed to. We find 
this same policy espoused by our 
fellow Jews several thousand 
years ago in several instances.

After all, we are a pitiful people 
as far as numbers are concerned.

“not because you are greater in 
numbers than other peoples have 


I chosen ye, but rather because 
of my promise to your forefa- 
thers, Abraham, Isaac and Jacob.” 

Who are we to stand up to the 
armed might of Britannia? Who 
were we to have stood up to no 
less a power than Egypt of old? 
Or the other kingdoms of 
Canaan? It wasn’t our might nor 
our strength. It was by the grace 
of God that we were victorious. 
As God said to Moses,—“ani 
alochem lochem ve-atem_tach-~ 
arishun,”—“I will wage your bat- 
tles for you and you shall emerge 
victorious.” 


God has set forth two ways for 
us as a people to follow. Unfortu- 
nately, we have chosen the wrong 
way. We have, to put it in the 
lingo of our day, let God down. 
We have deserted the cause. We 
have reneged. We have gone back 
on our word, “naase ve-nishma,” 
—We shall do and we shall 
hearken.” Have we? Have our 
Jewish children received a proper 
Jewish education? Are they 
brought up in homes where the 
principle and practices of Juda- 
ism are a way of life? Do we 
sincerely look to heaven for in- 
spiration to guide us through our 
problems and perplexities of life 
or is religion just one of the fash- 
ionable pastimes of a busy life? 
Have we abolished idolatry from 
our lives or are we still abject 
slaves to the “Golden Calf” and 
prostrate ourselves before the 
“almighty dollar?” Do we still 
spell the Lord’s name G-O-D or 
have we added an L? (G-O-L-D). 

We've tried everything else to 
no avail in seeking a remedy for 
anti-Semitism and Jewish home- 
lessness. Why not try real, sin- 
cere religion for once, and give 
God a chance?

NEW YORK — A resolution 
backing Dr. Abba Hillel Silver’s 
policy on Palestine and emphasiz- 
ing that the American Zionist 
Emergency Council must be con- 
sidered as the sole body in the 
United States “to represent the 
Zionist viewpoint to official Amer- 
ican circles,” was adopted by the 
administrative council of the 
B’nai Zion Order, it was an- 
nounced here this week by the 
organization. 

Another resolution opposed the 
partitioning of Palestine, and em- 
phasized adherence of B’nai Zion 
to the principles of the Biltmore 
Declaration. “Only the  forth- 
coming World Zionist Congress 
has the right to deal with any 
proposed partition plans, the res- 
olution said.

In Self-Defense Units

IDDISH and Anglo-Jewish newspapers are now full of that 
perennial subject known as Jewish Education. Everybody 
writes about it. Even Zionists. It is like the weather: everybody 
talks about it and nobody does anything about it. Least of all 
the Zionist. Of course, I am referring to the Zionists as an or- 
ganization. Individual Zionists are interested. I know one Zionist 
leader who would like the ZOA to take over the whole matter of 

Jewish education in America. Just why, I don’t know. 

The ZOA has done little enough for Zionist education. When 
I came to New York, I found Dr. Samuel Blumenfield recently ap- 
pointed and trying to make a go of it. He had had plenty of ex- 
perience and a good reputation, but he wasn’t too happy. After 
a year’s trial, he decided to go back to Chicago and resume his 
duties as Dean of the College of Jewish Studies, which is an ex- 
cellent institution doing excellent work. 

I have had closer contact with Joe Greenstein, and, from my 
experience with him I know that he understands the work and 
is doing it well, when given a chance. But the ZOA is not inter- 
ested in educational work. It is an organization geared to im- 
mediate quick results, while education is a matter of slow pain- 
ful work and of waiting for years for the work to bear fruit. 

HOWEVER, some good work in Hebrew education is being 
done in this country, despite the people who pay it lip-service. 
There is the Herzliah School, founded by its Dean Moses Feinstein, 
twenty-five years ago. For twenty-two years it was a landmark 
on the East Side. I know it from its old place on East Broadway, 
right near the Forward and the Day. I used to visit many of its 
sessions, always feeling like a fresh breath of vigorous vibrant 
Hebraic spirit on each one of my visits. Most of my visits were 
of a personal nature. I used to drop in to see Daniel Persky and 
watch him in action as he dispensed Hebrew grammar to eager 
students. Each time I came in he introduced me to his students 
all over again and each time he would point out to me any girl 
student who happened to have announced her recent engagement 
or marriage . 

> And, speaking about Daniel Persky, many children in Pales- 
tine and many rabbis in America will be happy to hear that 
Fersky just published another book on Jewish Holidays. This is 
the fourth book of the kind, containing light playful essays on 
various aspects of the Holidays. In America Persky’s writings are 
the most popular among the Hebraists. Almost every rabbi who 
knows enough Hebrew to read Persky uses his book as material 
for his sermons, In Palestine Persky’s essays are reprinted in 
pamphlet form for children, for their amusement. The publishers 
do not bother to ask Persky’s permission, but he does not mind. 
All he wants is the glory. On his recent book there is an an- 
nouncement that “Reprinting and translating in any form, out of 
this book, as well as out of any other books by the same author, 
is permitted without authorization.” 

Did you ever hear the like of this? But such is Daniel Persky 
—if you remember what I once wrote about him, in The Post. 

You may also recall what I once wrote about Chuna. Well, 
Chuna just returned from Montreal, Canada, and he tells me the 
following story: Harry Wexler of the Jewish Chronicle asked him 
for something about himself. So Chuna gave him my article in 
The Jewish Post. It was duly reprinted without permission, or 
authorization. Then Chuna said to Wexler “I know you are not 
going to pay Frank for the article. Give me the few bucks.” He 
didn’t get them. 

NOW TO COME BACK to Herzliah. Three years ago the school 
moved to West Ninety-first Street, into quarters which, compared 
to the what-you-may-call-it on East Broadway, is literally palatial. 
As an added luxury, they now have Isaac Carmel (no stranger to 
the readers of these columns either) conducting their campaign. 
How much the campaign is for, I don’t remember, neither do I 
care. What I think of the institution is eloquently testified to by 
the fact that I love visiting it. And I am a prety critical fellow. 
All there is left for me to tell you about Herzliah is that it trains 
Hebrew teachers. 

Some day, when I discuss the place of Hebrew in America, I

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WARSAW — The Polish gov- 
ernment has granted permission 
to Jewish communities through- 
ou tthe country to organize their 
own self-defense units for the 
purpose of resisting anti-Semitic 
terrorism which is keeping the 
Jewish population in a state of 
constant panic. 

Jewish self-defense units will 
be provided with arms in accord- 
ance with an_ understanding 
reached between Jewish leaders 
and Polish Premier Eduard Osub- 
ka-Morawski. Public Security 
Minister Stanislaw’ Radkiewicz 
suggested that the self-defense 
units work under the supervis- 
ion of local police authorities, but 
the Jewish leaderg pointed out 
that it was the local police of- 
ficers who, under the pretext of 
“cooperation,” took seventy guns 
from the Jews in Kielce when 
they were besieged by terrorists, 
and that these very same officers 
later participated in the pogrom. 

The defense units will be or- 
ganized by each of the local 
Jewish committees affiliated with 
the Central Jewish Committee in 
Warsaw. They will consist of 
Jewish officers and soldiers who 
served in the ranks of the Polish 
Army and Jews who fought as 
partisans, and will function un- 
der the central direction of the 
Warsaw Committee. The Polish 
government will start supplying 
arms to these units this week. 


One of the functions of the 
Jewish military units will be to 
transfer Jews from towns where 
they are exposed to danger to 
neighboring cities with larger 
Jewish communities. The trans- 
fer will be carried out under 
armed. protection to assure that 
no attacks will be made on the 
Jews while en route. 





Tells Anti-Jewish Terror 
In Afghanistan Protest

NEW YORK—A sharp protest 


of the Security Council’s recom- 
mendation without a single dis- 
senting vote for the unqualified 
admission of Afghanistan to the 
United Nations was made by 
Rabbi Irving Miller, Chairman 
of the Administrative Committee 
of the World Jewish Congress. 


Rabbi Miller urged that the 
forthcoming meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Na- 
tions reverse the recommenda- 
tion of the Security Council, un- 
less the Afghanistan Govern- 
ment ends the reign of terror to 
which its more than 5,000 Jew- 
ish citizens are being subjected 
and restores their human rights. 


The World Jewish Congress 
charged that the Jews in Afghan- 
istan have in recent years been 
concentrated in ghettos, their 
property confiscated, and their 
civil liberties violated by indis- 
criminate arrests. 





All Argentine Parties

The joint resolution called 
upon the Congress to advocate 
that Argentina’s representa- 
tive to the United Nations sup- 
port “the historic claim of the 
Jews to their National Home 
along the lines of the Balfour 
Declaration and the Palestine 
Mandate.”

NEW YORK —Henry Montor, 


executive vice-chairman of the 
United Jewish Appeal, declared 
here at a press conference on his 
return from a ten-week tour of 
Europe and Palestine that the 
160,000 Jews in Poland were fac- 
ing “the danger of mass mutr- 
der” unless they can reach the 
American zone of occupation in 
Germany. 

In Poland, where he made a 
survey of the Jewish situation, 
Mr. Montor said “no Jew knows 
when he goes to sleep at night 
whether he will be alive the next 
morning” and that “it is the 
feeling of the majority of Jews 
that there is no future for them 
because of the deep-seated char- 
acter of the intense anti-Sem- 
itism that has gripped the coun- 
try.” At the same time he as- 
serted that the Polish Govern- 
ment, which he said was “legally 
and morally opposed to anti- 
Semitism, “was powerless to pre- 
vent pogroms on Jews.
